This great revolt lies at the very 
foundation of Jordan's policies, 
both on foe domestic and foreign 
fronts. 

Our national belonging and bel- 
ief in joint Arab action was the- 
refore the common denominator 
in our political, economic and soc- 
ial move and in dealing with the 
issues of foe Arab Nation. Our 
efforts are part of those of the 
Arab Nation, and are con- 
sequently affected by them. They 
become stronger when they are 
hacked by Arab efforts and bee-, 
ome weak if those of foe Arabs 
weaken. 

It is within this perspective that 
we are fully concerned about the 
ordeal of our kinsmen in the occ- 
upied Arab territories.

U.N. committee urges Israel 
to free all Arab prisoners 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — The General Assembly’s 
special politicai committee has called on Israel to 
release aH Arabs ‘‘arbitrarily detained and/or imp- 
risoned as a result of their struggle for self- 
detennination and for the liberation of their ter- 
ritories.” 


Th^ vote was 77 in favour and 
two against (Israel and the United 
States), with 29 abstentions. 

It noted that oneprisoaer. Ziad 
Abu Ain, had been freed last May. 
but d^lored Israel's “sub^uent 
arbhraiy detention'' of him and 
others and demanded their imm- 
ediate release. 

'Hie resolution was one of sev- 
eral dealing with Israeli practices 
afffectmg the human rights of the. 
population of the occupied ter- 
ritories that were approved by 
large majorities. 

ITie drafts, similar to res- 
olutions adopted at previous ass- 
emblies. now go to the plenary 
body for endorsemenL 

By a vote of 1 1 4 to one (Israel) 
with five abstentioas (the United 
States. Ivo^ Coast Liberia. Mal- 
awi and 2 aire), the committee 
condemned Israel’s foilure to ack- 
nowledge the applicabflity of the 
fourth Geneva conventioa on the 
protection of civilians in time of 
war to the territories it has occ- 
upied since 1967. 


Another resolution, approved 
1^ J 18 votes to one (Israel) with 
two abstentions (the United States 
and Malawi), strongly deplored 
Israel's persistence in carrying out 
measures designed to change the 
legal status, geographical nature 
and demographic composition of 
the occupied territories, par- 
ticularly the estabUshment of set- 
tiemenis. 

By 90 votes to three with 27 ■ 
abstentions, the committee app- 
roved a lengtiiy resolution str- 
ongly condemning a variety of Isr- 
aeli practices, including ann- 
exation of parts of die ocoipied 
terrifories. Ul^l inpositioa of 
heavy and disproportionate taxes, 
expulsion and transfer of Arab 
inhabitants of the territories, and 
the arming of Israeli settlers. 

Meanwhile Israeli U.N. Amb- 
assador B^jamin Netanyahu said 
Frid^ there had been a steady, 
relative hqirovement in his cou- 
ntry’s position at the United Nat- 
ions in recent years, particularly 
this year. 


“^Vhat I suggest is h^pening, 
and what we want to encourage, is 
a sober-minded and re^nsible 
idew... to limit the excess and stop 
ultimately the anti-Israeli cam- 
paign wl^h produced sudi things 
as the 'Zionism is racism' res- 
olution," he said, referring to a 
controversial draft adopted by the 
assembly in 1975. ,

.their warring neighbours, hoped 
better ties witii Tehran nii^t stop 
.the war qireading. 

Omani Fore^ l^finister You- 
ssef Ibn Alawi said after a GCC 
meeting of foreign ministers last^ 
■week: “Our objective is to solve 
the problems we have with Iran in 
our common Interests.'' ' 

The summit, bringing together 
the leaders of Saudi Arabia. Kuw- 
ait. Oman, Bahrain, -jataraodthe 
United Arab Emirates (UA^, 
ended with officials saying GCC 
contacts wfll take place soon with 
both Iran and Iraq. 

In what is probably the most 
significant of tiiese contacts. Ira- 
nian Foreign Minister Ali Akbar 
Velayati is to visit Saudi Arabia 
thk month. 

In Tehran, the media has made 
littie mention pf the visH. But in 
private officials atteoi inqiortance 
to both the visit and the apparent 
diange of heart by tile G CC states. 

“For us, Saudi Arabia is by far 
the most important player in the 
GCC."'said one Iranian offidai. 
Prime Minister Ntir-Hossein 
Mbusavi welcomed the GCCs 
positive stgaals towards Iran.

The GCCs Secretary-General

The summit communique des- 
cribed the recent escalation of the 
war as a threat to the regfon’s sta- 
bility — an apparent reference to 
Iraqi raids on oil installations and 
tankers. 

Iraq bas attacked Iran's mmn 
Khatg Island oil terminal 36 times 
since mid-August 

The communique also urged 
Iran to observe UJ4. resolutions 
on fre^om of navi^tfon. a ref- 
erence to its seizure of merchant 
Ships suspected of carrying goods 
for Iraq.

The GCC states, mainly Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait are estimated 
to have lent s 6 me $30to 40 billion 
to Baghdad over the course of the 
war.

y.S. needs better 

on Islam— Mideast expert ; ‘

WASHINGTON - Some Mus- 
lim fendamentaiist groups wfll 
continue to generate crimes aga- 
inst Americans and other Wes- 
terners unless they are better und- 
erstood. in the view of a U.S. aut- 
hor who qient four years in the 
Middle Es^ 

Robin Wright, former Beirut 
correspondent for the Qiristian 
Science Monitor, told about 100 
persons at the National Press Gub 
on Nov. 7 that tiie frmdamentaUst 
movement — . as exenmlified by 
the Iranian revolution or the Aya- 
tollah Khomeini — is here to stay. 

Wrjght is the author of Sacred 
Rage, a recently completed work 
on the origin and current direction 
of Islamic fundamentalism. 

Wright summarised the per- 
spective borne of her Middle East 
esqierience: 

' "The United States needs to 
approach the issue of terrorism 
constRictively. The only thing that 
will work is to diffuse tiie dement 
of fear that has developed bet- 
ween Islam and tiie Wefl. 

‘"Americans probably don’t 
^detstand tiiat thb crisis is the 
result of 40 years of tension. Mus- 
lims feel they are reacting tp a ser- 
ies of U.S. actions. For example, 
th^ believe the United States 
brought the Shah of Iran back to 
power in 1953. tried to man- 
^ulate coups in tmd backed 
what was siipposdily a Christian 
majority in Lebanbn. 

"Hhese are all separate from the 
j jVcab-Israeli dispute," she noted. 

' <VT%ht said that Khomeini is 
j not the heart of Islamic fun- 
damentalism — that he merely ref- 
lects a trend: 

'"Khomeiniism is. going to sur- 
.vive Khomeini. It is not going to 
disappear widi KhomeinL 

“We have tti lay the gro- 
undwork for an eventual rap- 
prochement with the Iranian rev- 
olution. It is one of die two great 
revolutioos of this century, acc- 
ording to many sdiolars. 

"We must not make the same 


mist^e we did with Chma and 
wait 23 years before retiogakiog. 
it. 

'*These people live widi the. 
same fear that we do. We can send 
the message that we have no int-- 
ention to overwhebn tiieoL 
*" We have many more resources 
than they do. The fear is mutual." 

Wright warned that jyi^ting 
terrorism will not end it ' 

“There was some euphoria^ 
when the hijackers of die Adiflle 
Lauro were captured. But . 
wring four street mi^gers does 
not eliminate the causes of street 
crime. The United States hm to 
deal widi the causes catiier than 
just the effects. 

"The lienee will coDtiiwe 
until the U.S. be^ns to deal rea- 
listically with the root causes. 

“What we don't understand is 
that they feel we were req>oosibie 
for major acts of inoienee gainst 
them firat. We may not i^ee 
with them, but we have to dnhise 
this phenomenon." 

A former U.S. ambassador to 
Syria. Talcott Seelye. participated 
in the Press Qub's panel <Ss-^ 
cussion of Wright’s book, abng^ 
with Cable News Network cor-' 
respondent Jeremy Levin, who 
escaped from his Shfite kid- 
n^ers in Lebaiton earlier tins 
year. 

Seelye supported Wright’s 
view: 

**We have to look at our kmg 
term interest. We have to realise :• 
that Iran is a very important cou- - 
ntry. It is very strategically kx- 
ated. For a long time, {he Soviet 
.Union has had interests in Iran. 

it still does The fust thing we 
have to do is provide signals ind- 
icatii^ dial we consider the rev- 
olution l^itimate. and gradu^ly. 
over a period of time, try to est- 
ablish a retadoa^ip” 

Levin said. "The reason for my . 
captivity... was this growing hat- ' 
red for the United States, and of 
the series of dqilomatic and mil- 
itaiy moves in the regioQ that were 
perceived by these people as ina- 
ppropriate." 


Saunders: Peace process needs courage, risk 


WASHINGTON (USIA) — Tfie 
next steps to the Middle East 
peace process must include acts of 
politick courage and risk in order 
to pave the way for dmlomacy:' 
according to fonner U.S. Ass-' 
slant Secretaiy of State Harold ’ 
Saunders. 

Mr. Saunders has lold reporters 
at the American Enterprise Ins- 
titute (AEI) that until top political 
leaders oonunit themselves to a 
negotiated settlement and break 
dc^ the political barriers to neg- 
otiation. tdl efforts to get the par- 
ties to the conference table are 
useless. 

“The mqperieoce in the peace 
.process in the 1970s, when five 
Arab-Israeli agreements were 
signed, demonstrates that pro- 
gress is ztegotiatioos followed only 
after decisive TOlitical acts set the 
stage." Mr. Sunders asserted. 
“The peace process is first a pol- 
itical process and only second a 
negotiating process." 

After tallwtg to reporters. Mr. 


Saunders dism acftH with present 
Iffid former diplomats bs new- 
book. The Ocher Walls: The Pol- 
itics Of The A'rab-Israeli Peace 
’ Process. ddtv publication from 
‘ AH. Mr.-Saunoers writes: "Tbe 
’■-issue for leaders who want to neg- ' 
otiate peace is bow to shape that 
political process. Prudent pol- 
icyinakers wOl sit back and ask 
themselves whether the moment is 
ripe for aity movemenL Bold ones 
wfll ask- bow they can help the 
moment ripen.*’’ 

President Reagan and Middle 
East leaders are faced with a ser- 
ious dflemma. Mr. Saunders wri- 
.tes. The of^rtunity for peace is 
fast fading, but the to create a 
political framework for neg- 
otiations to begin is not strong: 
“Revivai of the peace process in 
tiie mkl-19805 require the 
United States to pay more att- 
ention to Iqing the political fou- 
ndations for n^otiations."’ 

Mr. Saundeis said that Arab 
recognitioD of Israel must tra- 


nscend negotiafirais. and foster 
trust that Jordanians and Pal- 
esthuans axe truJty ennmitted to a 
settiemeat that is not a first stage 
in an effort to conqxr Israel. JHe 
said that the Can^^iid accords 
were possible only because 
Egypt’s former President Anwar 
Sadat went to Israel — a supreme 
gamble and act of political coo-- 
rage — to convince Israel of the 
Egq>tian commitment to real 
peare. 

“Sadat went to demonstrate his 
peace commitmeDt." Mr. Sau- 
nders sakL • 

He writes that a similar attitude 
is needed to solve the West Bank 
problem: 

“The aim is to ^toach the Isr- 
aelis m a way that will open the 
door to mut^ Israeli and Pal- 
estinian . acknowletkement that 
earii people bas in duSerent ways 
been tiie victim of history. 

“The Palestinians seek rec- 
■ognition as a people with thmr 
own identity and witii the ri^t to 


self-determination. Tb^ also 
seek reoognxtioQ that they have . 
suffered an injustice by beiog 
asked to forfeit their homes and 
tbeicland to make a honw fortbe 
Jewish people. 

"The kmd of full peace Israel 
seeks can only come wium Israel is 
pn^med to accept the Pal- . 
estiniaos to the extent it wants to 
be accepted by them.. 

"If eadi side could be brought 
to admowledge rather than deny 
the other’s suffering, tiiat m^t 
rmnove one of the most 
inidable barriers to n^ttiatioa" 

‘‘Israeli leaders have to give' 
evidence that if Palestinians come 
to the peace table they (tiie Pal- ' 
estmians) wfll get land" Mr. Sau- 
nders said "There must be a dear 
moratorium on violence on tiie 
part of the PW).’’ 

He ODi{Aasised that such moves 
would increase the confidence and 
the domestic political influence of 
the leaders who want peace.

AMMAN —The Upper House of 
Parliameat (^ate) held a 5S> 
aioute session Saturd^ during 
which it discussed and approved a 
speoA prepared by the House's 
fecial committee wfakh 'Idrgedi 
die Senate's r^ly to the ^teeefa 
from the throne delivered by His 
Majes^ King Hussein at the off- 
idal reconvening of Parliainent 
last.Saturday. 

Following the official' ina- 
uguratiMcIParliameotbotb die 
Senate and the Lower Honse met 
sqiaiately and formed special 
committeds to draft thm to 
Kii^ Hussein's inaugui^ ^leedi 
wfa^ discussed Jordan's stand 
vis-a-vis latest political dev- 
elopments in the cuddle Bast. The 
King's speedi also outlined die 
varioiis adiievements the gov- 
ernment has achieved. 

The Upper House reply to die 
King’s ^ech-was drafb^ by Sen- 
ate Speaker Ahmad A1 La^ and 
senators Bafajat A1 Talhouni. 
Ahmad Obeidat and Akram. 
Z’aitar. 

During Saturday’s session sen- 
ators approved the flbuse's reply 
speech without any heated deb- 
ates. They also decided that all 
senators would accompany ' jMi. 
Lawzi. later in the day to deliver 
.the House's reply to the KingTs 


^leedi at the Royal Court 
■ The Senate also referred five 
amended permanent laws and to 
the House f^al and fmandal 
committee to be reviewed by these 
special comminees. 

The. five* permanent laws were 
earlier q^roved.by the Lower 
House during Parliamenf s second 
extraordinary session which 
ended last August but the Senate 
has incorporated some ame- 
ndments to them. 

The l^al committee has to rev- 
iew teomorary law no. 1 0 of 1 984. 
00 . 27 of 1976 and no. 1 5of 1 979 
— all three covering the Aqaba 
Railway Corporation law. The 
legal committee alw has to study 
temporaiy law no. 38 of 1 979 and 
no. 43 -of 1 982 covering the Gdes 
and-VOlages Development Bank. 
whOe the ^House fiaandal com- 
mittee has to review an addition to 
the 1983 General Budget Law no. 

During the 10-year‘suspension 
of Parliament die Nalknial Con- 
sultative Council (NCQ and the 
cabinet enacted hun^eds of tem- 
porary laws and Parliament, whiA 
was reconvened by iOng Husa^ 
on Jan. 7. 1984, endowed or app- 
roved these temporary laws. The' 
Lower House initiates i^jslatioo. 
which must also be approved by 
the Senate. Laws are later enacted 
by a Royal Decree or shelved.

Gammo.-Rizk Al Bataioeh. You- 
ssef Al Atifem.. Ahmad Al Kou- 
fahi. fawzi Shaker Al Tou’aitn«^. 
Mufid Al Mubaslat. and Moh- 
ammad Zouweieb, 

The first deputy who tried to 
interrupt Mr. from reading 
out the pri^red was Dq>- 

uQr Riyad Al.Nawaisah. He. was 

follow^ by Dqm^ Kbufahi.^v- 

Fayez ordered 'bew deputies to. 
save their ootiftnents until Mr, 
Judah oompleted his task. 

Dr. Nawaisah. the first depu^ 
to criticise the draft rq>br, stud tt 
lacked three vital points. The draft 
“failed to mentibn the need for 
more democracy, the urgent need 
for lifting the martial law and tiie 
tnpact of the American adm- 
instratioo'S policy and the Soviet 
Union's leadersh^) on the Arab's 
search for peace.”' he said. Cem- 
ceding that demooa^ is practised 
by tiie government to scxne extent, 
he said *‘a wider circle of dem:- 
ocra^' is needed. It is .a vital need 
for the sunnval of mimkind. But 
unfortunate^, the lack of proper 
democracy is a major cha- 
racteristic of all develcpir^ con- 
ncries and oatioQs.’’ 

Dr. Nawaisah said though the 
government has introduced hew 
measures to enhance democracy 
as reflected in its constant call for 
decentralisation and the King's 
latest ptomiK to introduce a hew 
dectorai law. *‘a lot of frirtfaer 
steps need to be conpleted.” 

“A vital stq) to inplemeot 
democrat and achieve more 
socio-economic political and int- 
ellectual equality is the lifting of 
martial law."^ according to Dr. 
Nawaisah. 

“Martial law has always acted 
negatively on adhering more 
equality and justice among all soc- 
ial straias anid it has hindered the 
adiievement of . sodo-eoonomic 
and political equality among peo- 
ple." he said. 

Dr. Nawaisah said die House 
should have called for a review of 
all extraordin^ legislations cov- 
ering “the.dtsen's ri^t to fre- 
edom of ^>eech. thouj^t and bel- 
ief widiin the limits provided by 
the Jordaniao Coastitution." 

He also told the Hcaise that in 
mestieming peaceful solutions to 
any conffet “all of us should lean 
from histaiy Jtis crystal dear that 
any peacefoi resolutkm is only 
acnienred by the more powerfu 
countries at the expenses on the 
weaker nations.” 

“In this contexL the problem of 
3 peacefriisoZution (to w Mideast 
conflict) hffi always b^ at the 
mercy m the superpowers and at 
the expense of tiie' weaker nat- 
ions" of the n^on. he said. 

He said ilie Rouse' to the 
King’s ^>eedi diould h^ called 
for the review d the U.S. and Sov- 
iet socioreconoouc. polhk^ mil- 
itaiy and tedmologi^ interesb in 
the MidesR and meir impact on 
. the Arab World^lie said. 

. . Dr. Nawaisah said ^ reply 
should have called for a gen^ 
apprai^ of tiie pttiicical dev- 
el^unents to the Middle East and 
efl&is to fipd a peacefril sohitioa 
to the regiion's conflict

short Dr. Nawaisah’s remarks by 
saying “We should qiprove tiie 
House’ r^ly to the Kin^s speech 
the way it is since we are not dis- 
iMwsing a cabinet decision or a cab- 
inet circular." 

Speaker Fayez supported Mr. 
Abu Al Ra^ieb's iqipeal and 
asked for a voice vote on the draft 
r^ly but Deputies Ldtii ShbeiJat 
and Ahmad Al Kou&hi protested 

Aooising Mr. Fayez of trying to 
“suppress all controversial 
views,” Mr. Shbeilat said: "The 
House has called us to discuss hs 
rqily to the King's speedi. Why 
thei^re are deities not allowed 
to continue discussions?" 

Mf. ^beilat's ttatement pro- 
voked voices of support and dis- 
sent but the dqmiy went on to say 
tbat “the deputies should listen to 
c^qx>s^ views • light-heartedly 
' and open-mindedIy.“

Mr. Shb- 
eilat said: “A lot of dqnities are 
dissatisfied since they did not exp- 
ress their opinions on the House' 
reply.” 

hfr. Fayez then formally asked 
the Honse whether if any deputy 
was dissatisfied with the House' 
rmly. bfr. ^beilat, Mr. KoufahL 
Mr. Haj Mohammad AT Abd- 
ullah, Mr. Hafez Abdul Nabi and 
Mr. Ahmad Al Akaflah said “yes” 
but the House finally endorsed the 
reply whh the majority of 49 votes 
out of the 54 d^uties present '

AMMAN — Her Royal Highness 
Princess Sarvath Saturday opened 
a two-day Islamic stntfies con- 
ference ofganised by the Int- 
ernational Baccalaureate ' Org- 
anisation (IBO) in association 
with the International Bac- 
calaureate- School (IBS) in 
Amman. Princess Sarvatii is the 
chairwoman of the board of dir- 
ectors for the IBS in Amman. 

Addressing the opwing session 
at the Marriott hotel. Mmister of 
Higher Education and President 
of the Royal Academy for Islamic 
(nrilisatioD (Al All Bah Fou- 
ndation) Dr. Nassereddin Al 
Assad said that it is the natural 
right of every human being to be 
introduced truthfully and obj- 
ectively to the religion of his birtii 
in order that bis faith has a solid 
basis of genuine belief and free 
choke. 

Dr. Assad emphasised the nec- 
essity of presenting a true and obj- 
ective image of any religion to 
those who are not followers of the 
forth. “It is a very valuable con- 
tribution towards the dis- 
semination of knowledge, the 
enhancement of international 
understanding and the cause of 
world peace.” Dr. Assad said. 

The Islamic studies conference 
is organised for the purpose of 
drawing up an Islamic suicfies pro- 
gramme designed to develop an 
understanding of Islam and inc- 
rease awareness on Islamic civ- 
flisatiOD. The programme also 
aims to give students an initial 
understanding of Islamic civ- 
ilisation, its ethical, ^iritual and 
' humanitarian aspects, to provide a 
programme which would be acc- 
^table for all IBS students. Mus- 
lims and non-Muslims and to pro- 
vide an insight and appreciation of. 
foe heritage of Islam. 

In his speech. Dr. Assad hig- 
hlighted the dangers of conveying 
distorted infortnation on any rel- 
igion. “Such misinformation,” he 
said, “whether supplied int- 
entionally or because of the lack of 
compreb^ion on foe part of foe 
communicator can result in cre- 
ating malice, animosity and hat- 
red.” 

Aims of the conference 

Or. Assad went on to outline 
foe main objectives of foe Islamic 
studies, coitierence '^ he smd 
^aims at seiymg mifo., objectivity. 
*and foe cause pf justice. “Adi-.' 
iering sudi a-eoaJ inquires kno- 
wledge and a balanced outlook,” 
he s^. E>r. Assad explained tbat 
foe Islamic studies programme 
will give many Mislim students 
tbe chance to acquaint tiiemselves 
with Islam and Islamic dvilisation. • 

Dr. Assad hi ghligh ted the inq>- 
ortanoe of Islam as “the last of foe 
numofoeistic faiths vfoose ethical 
and humanitarian princ^les were 
foe roots of a cirilisaiion which left 
its inprint on the international 
politic and cultural scene for 
many centuries." 

Dr. Assad went on to discuss the 
use of a Imiguage which is fore^ 
to acertain culture in teaefaing that 
particular culture. He said that foe 
•terminology of any language has 
special connotations in different 
eras of l^toiy depending on tbe 
cultural and social atmo^ere 
prevafling at that time. “Such ter- 
mioology.” he added, “should be 
studied in its prcq>er context and 
should not be transferred to a 
coaq>let^ different cultural atm- 
osphere if it looses its accurate 
significance.” 

Dr. Assad said that using foe 
'English language in the IBO Isl- 
amic stufoes programme is nec-

“1 am del- 
isted to learn that Arabic will be 
foe language of instruciiou in the 
future, when foe necessary fac- 
ilities are avaflable,” he said. 
“Teacho^ the Islamic studies 
programme in Arabic is not only a 
safe procedure, but the right one 
too, he added. He also men- 
tioned that each culture has its 
own soul and essence whirii sho- 
uld be understood if students are 
to grasp the true meaning of tbat 
culture. 

The minister explained that 
those who intend to write on Isl- 
amic history and civilisation must 
be aware of the necessity of und- 
eistandtag foe deeply rooted doc- 
trines of foe Islamic heritage and 
the tenets which moti^te this ber- 
ime. clarify its many varieties, 
different attitudes and concq>ts.

Speaking in froipof a select 
group of educationalists from var- 
ious countries r^resenting the 
IBO. IBS and different gov- 
ernments in addition to a number 
of invited experts. Dr. Assad out- 
lined the major objectives that the 
R^al Academy for Islamic Civ- 
ilisation Research aspires to rea- 
lise. These objectives are to spr- 
ead and widen the knowledge of 
Islamic law (Sharf a)', to purify Isl- 
amic culture of all adventi^us 
elements and to correct 'mis- 
conceptions alx)ut Islam and its 
heritage, be ejq>Iained. 

Dr. Assad explained that foe 
academy aspires to present a 
modern, integrated Islamic con- 
ception of the values and ^sterns 
of society as well as to anticipate 
future developments and to add- 
ress current problems and cha- 
llenges with practical Islamic sol- 
utions based on foe Holy Korun 


and foe tradition (Sunna). In add- 
ition. foe academy aims to assess 
foe Islamic contributions to kno- 
wledge and culture and the role of 
Islam in world progress and civ- 
ilisatioD and to revive tbe Arab 
Islamic heritage. 

Mr. Robert Blackburn, deputy 
directorgeneral of IBO. explained 
in an interview with the Jordan 
Times foat foe organisation will 
adopt an Islamic studies pro- 
gramme based on Islamic culture 
and ciriU^tion and its ethical and 
spiritual aspects. 

“As an international org- 
anisation, we cannot take any def- 
inite position on any religious or 
political matter.” Mr. Blackburn 
said. “Religious education must 
foe re^nsihility of oarional 
education! schools and parents 
rather than of foe organisation its- 
elf.""he added. 

IBO is an international org- 
anisation which has 300 schools in 
S6 countries. It is continuing to 
ejq)and to different parts of the 
world. Mr. Blackburn said that as 
the IBO becomes more of a global 
organisation, it must become 
more sensitive to include studies 
of cultures and civilisation of other 
areas outside Europe and North 
America. “ ^Ve feel that we cannot 
claim to be genuinely ,ini- 
emational if we do nothing to int- 
roduce students in so many cou- 
ntries to foe history and heritage 
of Islam.” he added. 

During the two-day meetings, 
the coiuerees will discuss two 
working papers which include 
propo.sals for making ame- 
ndments to the syllabus and exa- 
minatioDS in Islamic studies. The 
essential core of the curriculum 
deals with the nature, ori^ and 
emergence of Islam, the social sys- 
tem of Islam, its philosophy and' 
impact on socialtinstitutioas. 


Khatib, Tunisian minister sign 
tourism cooperation protocol 

Jordan, Tunisia agree to exchange expertise, expand ties in tourism 


AMMAN (Petra) —A protocol on cooperation in the 
field of tourism was signed here Saturday 1^ Tun- 
isian Minister of Tourism and Traditional Industries 
Taaeddm Al Shalabi and Minister of Information, 
Tonrism and Antiquities Mohammad Al Khatib. 


Under the protocol, both cou- 
ntries will work towards enc- 
ouraging and expanding tourist 
visits and the exdiange of exp- 
ertise, organisiiig seminars on tou- 
rism and wOl investigate pos- 
sibQities for setting iqr^ecial 
jects in tourist cooperation. The 
protocol also provides for offering 
special facilities to dcizens of both 
Jordan and Tunisia' and for coo- 
peration in foe field of inv- 
estments and foe hotel industry. 

Speaking on foe occasion. Mr. 
Khatib expressed hope that the 
protocol would be a basic step 
towards fruitful and positive coo- 
peration. Mr. Khatib pointed out 
the deep-rooted and close rel- 
ations between Jordan and Tun- 
isia and voiced h(^ that foe exi- 
stii^ cooperation between these 
two Arab countries could be us^ 
as a model for relations between 
all Arab countries. 

Mr. Khatib also reiterated Jor- 
dan's clear stand towards findinga 
just and comprehensive peace in 
foe region and added that such a 
stand arises from Jordan's str- 
ategy. Mr. Khatib pointed out that 
Joraan has been and is still ext- 
ending support to foe Palestinian 
people in the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories to support their sie- 
adfostness in tne face of Israeli 
plans to Judaise occupi^ Arab 
lands. 

Mr. Shalabi nqiressed hope tbat 
the protocol would serve as a sta- 


rting point for supporting tourist 
rdatioiis and encouraging tourist 
exdiange. 'The 'Tuaisian minister 
voiced!^ county's readiness to 
offer experience in toiflism and to 
provide qualified personnel to ass- 
ist Jordan wifo its tourism pro- 
jects.

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The way is compromise 

MiVNY parties involved and connected in the Arab- 
Israeli conflict, save Israel, have welcomed the PLO cha* 
irman’s Cairo Declaration renouncing guerrilla acts out- 
side Israeli-occupied territory. And because the response 
is positive, albeit to various d^ees, som^hing needs to 
be done to build on it for the sake of achieving real and 
rafHd progress towards achievii^ a settlement to the 
Palestinian problem. 

It Is encour^ing to hear that efforts are already und- 
erway to translate Mr. Arafet’s positive step into a more 
comprehensive programme of action; Egypt is plannii^ 
to niake diplomatic moves soon to i^y support for an 
intemation^ peace conference on the IVGddle East, and' 
various other contacts are taking place towards this end . . 

The way to go from here is, as far as we Arabs are 
conramed, is obvious and certain. But the road leading' 
us to a final settlement is by no means strewn with flowers 
nor is it void of major shimbling blocks that could hinder 
and. prevent progress. 

His Majesty King Hussein spoke about those hopes and 
problems in two interviews published In the New York- 
Times and Le Monde yesterday, and his words were 
marked with clarity and wisdom. 

What Mr. Arafat declared in Cairo on Thursday was 
important and positive. But there was far more that the 
PLO ccHild sand would have to do in order to contribute 
fiilly to an honourable and just solution for the Pal- 
estinian problem. The PLO would eventuaDy have to 
declare at an appropriate time its acceptance of U.N. 
ResoJutioos 242 and 538, tbe King said, esplainlng that 
by ^^appropriate time” he meant that point in time when 
the U.S. and Israel are ready to attoid an international 
peace conference and when there is an ^reement in 
principle to move towards such a conference within a set 
time frame. 

This is only fair since the Israelis and the Americans 
are conjuring up all sorts ofideas, all the time, to exdnde 
the PIX> from toe peace process and are tryti^ to dodge, 
toe question of the international conference with all the 
power in their hands. 

What the King is offering here is a reasonable com- 
promise to break the deadlock that has prevented pro- 
gress from being achieved so far. It has been Jordan’s - 
consistent line all along to arrive at this kind of com- 
promise, and everything that has happened over the past 
several months is proof of the soundness of our approach. 
People elsewhere have to listen, and listen care^y, to 
what King Hussein is saying If they are truly and gen- 
oinely interested in peace and in finding toe way to get- 
tiig there. ■ • •

Al Ra*i: Cairo declaration 

THE PLO has announced from Cairo that it would restrict its res- 
istance activiiy against Israel to the occ^ied Arab lands provided 
that Israel also stopped terrorist activity gainst the Palestinians 
inside and outside the occupied territories. Israel has described the 
declaration made liy PLO imief Yasser Arafat as a trick and said it 
would not stop attacks on the Palestinians anywhere. Washington 
also took a negative stand toward this decIaratioQ when it said that 
Arafat's pied^ is not enough. However, if Israel wants all attacks 
launched by the PLO to stop it should itself refrain from carrying out 
terrorist attacks on the Palestinians. Israel will have to prevent the 
Zionist settlers in the occupied Arab territories from attacldig the 
A rab populatioa l'>efbre the PLO can fiiini its promises and pledges. 
We cannot allow the Israelis to launch attacks and raids on die A ra.bs ^ 
and ask the PLO to remain impassive. Washington too should realise ' 
that its negative stand toward Arafat's declaration would only enc- 
ourage the Israelis to pursue their ill^al actions and their terrorist 
acti^tics. 

Al Dustour: King’s march for peace 

ISRAELI PROPAGANDA campaigns have been launched in Eur- 
c^’ and the United States to distort die image of the Palestinian 
people’s struggle, and have !>uccceded in presenting the PLO fighters 
as terrorists. In his recent tour in Europe, King Hussein has sue-- 
ceeded in presenting the Arabs as pe^le of peace, and through the. 
various media in the West he made it clear that the people of the 
ocaq>ied territories are merely resisting occupation, and seeking a 
liberatioa of their homeland. The King’s tour in Luxembourg and 
France was a further contribution in this endeavour and one more- 
stage in his e^rts to bring about a just and durable peace to the 
Middle East. In his interviews with Le Monde newspaper and French 
television, the King reiterated Jordan's fum stands >ds-a-vis die 
Palestine problem and Jordan's atiitude towards peace.

Can we face up to creeping unemployment? 

N a year or two une- almost ta yeais since 1973. ined and unable to practise ering productMty in die pro- ate a job in die Third Wotid tor. 


WITHIN a year or two une- 
mployment may become our 
No. 1 socki and economic pro- 
blem. Yet we have no accurate 
statistics for the unemployed. 
1lie rough estnnattf m ade ava- 
ilable to the planning oom- 
mittee put the figure at an ala- 
rming level of nine per cent. 

Any unoiqilGyineat rate in 
excess of five to six per cent is 
considered a serious problem 
calliim for die interveutioa of 
the (jovenunent throu^ thej 
application of appropriate pol- 
icies. 

The problem becomes more 
difficult in the absence of social 
security insurance against 
uneirqiloyraeaL and Ian of 
resources to make such pro- 
position feasible in the present 
circumstances. It is very unf- 
ortunate that we missed the 
opportunity to start une- 
irqsloyment security insurance 
and build up the necessary res- 
erves under die full enq>- 
loyment period we enjoyed for 


almost ta yeais since 1973. 

To alleviate the problem, the 
gfwemmeot will have to res- 
trict non Jordanian labour to 
the cases ^heie die Jordaniaa 
iabounsr is either unavailabfe 
or unwilling to perform a cer- 
tain job. and to promote labour 
intensive projects to create 
' more jobs. 

Last year the Mhustxy of 
Labour adopted a restrfotive 
polity towarih non Jordanian 
Udiour. Working permits were, 
no more issued as a matter of 
course. Many pennits were 
renewed for the last time, to 
give the enployer and the emp- 
loyee sufficient time to plan. 

The Ministiy qiplied this 
polity firmly, l^ter oh. it bec- 
ame more lenient under the 
pressure of t^Ucants for new 
pennits or for renewal of old 
permits. The Jordanian lab- 
ourers ^ihidi would become 
uaen^loyed because of yie- 
lding to pressure are not d^- 


ined and unable to practise 
counter pressure on.Ae Min- 
istiy. 

On the other hand, the need 
to create new jobs comes at the 
time when the new ^e year 
plan is undeiwty. This should 
afford priority for projects diat 
have greater capacity to create 
more hobs. 

The Jordanian constitution 
eqificitty r^sognises the r%ht 
of every dtizen to work, and 
the duty of die government to 
create jobs. The respoosfoility 
of the government towards 
unenqilcyineDt is not dieiefore 
dq>ead»t on whether the 
economy is free or centrally 
plaimed. 

It is of course essential that 
die jobs created by the gov- 
ernment are real. It is not acc- 
eptable to enqilcty two people 
to perform the j‘o6 of one. oth- 
erwise we would be merely 
dianging ^unempktymenf ' to 
’underenqrloymeotf and low- 


ering productMty in die pro- 
cess. 

There is no justification to 
keep uneconomical projects 
^)eiating singly to protect the 
jbbsofdiose ecppfatyed m these 
projects. Jobs diould produce 
positive value-added, and not 
merety add names to die pay- - 
roll ..." 

It should be pointed out that 
the new jobs created by the 
economic investments imp- 
lemented under the Jordanian 
development plans were low 
oonma^ fo the cspital inv- 
ested 

The huge amounts invested 
in manufacturiEte and mining 
dur ing the p8st yeais har- 
dly increased jobs in diis sector 
by more than five thousand 
Every new job dins costed us 
mote than JD 100.000 of fresh 
investments. 

. In contrast die International 
Labour Oiganisation ^LO) 
estima ted that in Order to cre- 


ate a job in die Third Wotid 
countries, an investment of 
$13,000 to 30,000 is needed. 
That is one tenth of die cost of 
creating one new job in Jordan. 

This fact is worth our att- 
ention, as we have now to max- 
imise employment opp- 
ortunities resulting from a 
g!^ size of investmenL 

Tbe reasons why our inv- 
estments foiled to create more 
jobs are three fold: First. 
projects were capital-inteii^e 
widi a s tress on automation. 
Second most of our capital 
formatim depends on m^iorts. 
thus creates jobs in the CKp- 
orting countries not locally. 
Thira. we did not only im^rt 
madiineiy and raw materials, 
we actualty imported roads, 
bridges, hotels, bousing towns 
and qxms ddss, as long as 
these projecte were .uno- 
ecessarity awarded fo foreign 
cmtiactots. at the detriment 
of domestic construction sec- 


The Korean. Chinese or lod- 
ian contracting companies 
came with dieir own engineers, 
labourers and materi^ All 
funds p^ were transferred 
abroad and not retycted in foe 
economy. It did not create 
jobs. No benefit aooued to. 
domestic elements excqit fbr 
commissi^ earned by ^ eiua' 
r^resenting those foreign cos-' 
tractors and inclosing foem at 
the point of derakui. 

Unenmloyment in Jordan.is 
not sirqny a result of extemaT 
foctors, such as low demand on 
Arab ofl and tbe ensuing rec- 
ession in foe Gulf. These foct 
tors are tiiere. but thty do not 
teU foeMiole suMy. P^offoe 
unemployment problem is 
made in Jordan, and can be 
oorreetki if we are serious 
^XMit foenm up to oor eco- 
oomic proems before 4hty 
reach the crisis stage.

Alfobar Al Youm said Cairo’s 
fresh contacts would be based on 
the feet that foe PLO. after Mr.

Egypt Jordan and the United 
States are discussing foe pos-- 
sibility of a "new formula” for 
Middle East peace which puis tog- 
ether recent proposals by the reg- 
ion’s leaders, a senior govemment 
source said Saturday.

He ^d the new formula would 
include points from Israeli Prime 
IVGiuster Shimon Peres' call last 
month to hold peace talks with 
Jordan. Kmg Hussein's four^iiit 
peace plan wfaidi was revealed in 
Luxembourg earlier this week, 
and Mr. Arafat’s "Cairo Dec- 
laration.'* 

Follomng Mr. Mubarak’s talks 
with Mr. ArafaL a Palestinian sou- 
rce said Mr. Ai^at had requested 
foat*'Egyptfinda new formula for 
different preconditions” of all the 
involved parties in order convene 
an international peace conference 
under U.N. auspices. 

"The contacts (between Egypt

Dr. Hehns 
believes Biis indicates foat dif- 
ferent regional varieties of potte^ 
were at die same time and in 

a relatively self-contained area. 

As be said in a recent interview 
here wifo foe Jordan Times: “The 
new e^eoce from Umm Ham- 
mad suggests foat many of foe dis- 
tinctive potteiy ‘families* of foe 
period represent r^toual and lar- 
gely contentooraneous variation.'* 

Tell Umm Hammad vfllage was 
occupied tfaroi^out foe app- 
loxunately 300 yeais of foe EB IV 


whh foe eastern foothills of the 

period when foe rest of Jordan/ 
destine afipears to support mos- 
tly nomadic or semNnomafoc 
pieopie. 

The fact that an agricultural vfl- 
lage existed at Tell Umm Ham- 
mad almost continuously from foe 
late Chaloolithic to the end of foe 
Early Bronze Age should hdp 
scholars draw a more accurate pic- 
ture of the interplay between urb- 
anism and vfllage societies in 
Palestine/Jordan during foe 4fo 
and 3rd Mfllennia B.C. 

After the EB IV period, foe site 
is abandoned for at least eleven 
centuries, imtil it is re-used in foe 
Iron U period, around 900-800 
B.C. Only a few deep, round pits 
and some pottery sherds remain 
from this occiqiatioo, with no evi- 
dence of cx:cijpation surfaces or 
architectural structures. 


King welcomes PLO pledge

at an appre^riate time foe PLO’s 
acceptance dt UJS. Resolutions 
242 and 338 UnpliciUy recognising 
IsraeFs ri^t to exi.su 

It would also have to declare its 
willingness to n^^otiate peace 
with Israel atan imeraoticMraJ tbn-' 
ference and to renounce all ac^ of 
violence inside and outside Lionel, 
he added. 

Asked what would be an app- 
ropriate time for such a dec- 
laration. the Kir^ said: “ IMteo we 
see the other side evolve to the 
point where it is ready to attend an 
mtemational peace conference, 
when there is on agreement in pri- 
ncqiie — by Israel and the United 
States — to move towards such a 
conference within a set time 
frame.** 

In another interview wifo foe 
Frendi daily Le Monde, foe 
said Jordan is ready to hold direct 
talks with Israel, but only under 
foe auspices pf an international 
conference on the Middle EasL 

The King told Le Monde also 
foat Mr. Arafat's stated intention 
to renounce violence was “a very 
positive step." and he riiided foe 
United States its faflure to est- 
ablish relations with the Pal- 
estinians and its reluctance to sell 
weapons to Jordan. 

“I want to rqieat it one more 
time, that direct conversations 
(wifo Israel) will take place bet- 
ween deiegatioas. when the time 
comes, and in the settiitg of an inc- 
ematimial conference, which is 
foe place to n^tiate.’* Le Monde 
quoted the as s^ing. 

“On our side, we are en^agedm 
a seardi for peace and we want to 
face up to our re^ionsibilities to 
fature generations." the King 
said. The PLO is recqgnised as die 


representative of foe Palestiiuan 
people and foe Palestinians must 
be associated wifo all e^rts to 
resolve foeir problem. 

‘The Feb. II (Jordao-PLO) 
accord called for ni^otjadons 
conducted by a Jordaitian- 
Palestmian del^adon, and we are 
also tryic^ to organise' an int- 
emational conference.**, the King' 
sajd. 

“He also said he hoped foat 
inqiroved relations between Jor- 
dan and Syria would soon lead to 
a summit meetir^ between him- 
self and Syrian Pr^drotHafezAl 
Assad. 

“1 bc^e it can take place soon.** 
the Kii^ told the new^per. “But 
first there has to be a mee^ bet- 
ween foe two prime ministers in 
Damascus.'* 

Asked about. Washing^'s rel- 
uctance to go ahead wifo arms 
sales to Jor(&, the fUng relied; 
“ We are dis^ipointed that foe rel- 
ation we have with foe United Sta- 
tes as our princq»l arms furnisher 
is dedlning. If this tendency con- 
tinues. il will be the end of that 
relation.** 

The King said he did not think it 
was cruci^ to Middle East peace 
hopes for foe Soviet Unioo and 
Israel to establish d^lcnnatic rel- 
ations. He added: “We note that 
foe other superpower, the United 
States, also should be preocciqiied 
with its rdaticMLs with all the par- 
ites to foe oonfiicL 

“They should be preoccupied 
by the fact that they have no rel- 
ations with foe Palestinian party, 
which is nevertheless an imp- 
ortant element.** 

The King granted foeNew York 
Tunes and Le Monde interview 
during a foree-day visit to France 
earlier this week. He returned to 
Amman on Friday.

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Soviet Union plans dramatic boost 
in labour productivity by year 2000 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
•Union <n Frid^ unveiled plans to 
• double production and dra- 
matically boost labour pro-- 
ducthdiy by the year 2000 a^ 
predicted the next five years wQI 
be **the turning poinf' ror the fal- 
teriztg ecoaon^. 

A summary of the plans by the 
official news hgen^ TA^ ref- 
lected Mr. Milchail $. Goibadtcv^s 
emphasis on increased efficiency, 
better .technology and more con- 
^sumer. gocrds. It made man- 
ufacturing a priority. 

The plan sets some ambitious 
targets, indoding a projected 250 
m&lion to 255 ration ton annual 
grain production by 1990. 

But it scaled back other plans, 
notably for coal and o3. ^ose 
production fell last year for die 
nrst time since J 94S. 

The summary admitted that 
“there has been a slowing down'* 
in ihe economy since 1980, and 
con^Iained that production and 
man^ement Ganges “have been 
implemented madequately.'* 

In an unusually dhttt reference 
to military pentfing, it hinted that 
defence outlays had eaten into 
funds available for dvilian needs. 

“In view of the aggravation of 
the mteniatkmal simation. the 


USSR has had to make add- 
itional efEbrts to maintain its def- 
ence capability at an adequate 
level so as to guarantee a life of 
peace for the Soviet people.'* the 
summaiy said. 

Last November, die Soviets 
announced a 12 per cent increase 
in die d^ence budget for 1985 
over 1984. 

Western analysts contend that 
Soviet military spentfi^ ^u'res 
exclude oudays bidden in budgets 
for Heavy and defence industnes. 

The summaiy published Friday 

did not say what future defeiice 
ending wSl be. Since becoming 
Communist Party leader in 
-March. Mr. Gorbadiev has ple- 
dged to maintain defence at nec- 
essary' levels, but gjveii more 
enphasis to the civilian sector. 

Repeadric figures publi^ed last 
month. TASS said industrial pro- 
ductioD w31 double tuid labour 
productivity w3l rte 130 to ISO 
per cent by the year 2000. 

That would reqiiire annual pro- 
ductivity increases of five to six 
per cent, considerably alxive the 
3.8 per cent achiev^ in 1984. 
Labour ptoductivity is' set to inc- 
rease 20-23 per cent by 1990, 
TASS said.

Reagan to press drive 
for unitary tax change 


WASHINGTON (R) - President 
Reagan said Friday the federal 
'government would purauc leg- 
islation to preventstates fnomtex- 
ing multinational oorporations on 
profits earned outside the United 
States. 

Officials at the Treasuiy Di^- 
aronent said they attached a hi^h 
priority to ending the dispute widi 
America's trading partners. like 
Britain and Japan, over the so- 
called worldwide unitary method 
of taxatimi. 

Sixstates currently levy taxes 
the worldwide income of mul- 
tinational firms which have sub- 
sidiaries in their jurisdiction. 

The states — California. Ala- 
ska. North Dakota. New Ham- 
[^ire, Idaho, and Montana — 
' argue that foreign compaoi^ tiy 
to avoid taxes by shifting income 
among subsidiaries. They also 
contend that the U.S. system gives 
states the right to set their own tax 


laws. 

But fore^ governments have 
objected on the grounds 'the 'tax 
scheme amounts to double — or 
muItipIeHtaxation of their firms 
with operations around the world. 

The British Embassy said in a 
statement the government wel- 
comed the Reagan adm- 
inistration's endorsement of leg- 
islation to limit states' taxation to 
the nation's boundaries. 

• The British aovemment will 
delay enforcing a part of this 
year’s finance act. passed liy par- - 
liament. which w^d have ret- 
aliated against U.S. firms ty den- ; 
ying foreign tax credits. 

The deferral was contingent on 
a bill being introduced in Congress 
this year and passed by the end of 
J986. 

The unhaiy tax has caused the 
United States a serious int- 
ernational problem, the Treasury 
officials said.

U.S. bank failures reach 100 
this year, FDIC expects more 


WASHINGTON (R) — One hundred U.S. banks 
have failed this year and the surge in closures, alr- 
eady at their highest level since the Great Depre^on 
of Ae 1930’s» is expected to continue next year, 
han lring ofRcials said. 


Banking losses are mounting 
due to declining Farm prices and a 
weak eneigy markeL 
Some economists say they are 
concerned ^at another round of 
falling oilprices and renewed pro- 
blems with international loans 
could harm some lariger banks. 

The Federal Dqxisit Insurance 
Coqioration (FDIC). set up to 
insure deposits and restore con- 
fidence in the hanldiu tystem 
after the chaos of the 1 93(Ts. exp- 
ects more hanks to fail. 

“My supervisory stafi tells me 
we wUI probably have a similar 
workload next year and perhaps 
the ^ear after." FDIC Chairman 
William Seidman said. 

“One hundred hank failures is 
only the tp of the iceberg," said 
Mr. Kenneth Guenther, executive 
director of the 'ind^endent Ban- 
kers Association of America. 

There are 1.000 baitis on the. 
FDICs list of problem ins- 
rinitions. he sakL 
FDIC research director, Mr. 
Stanley Silverlierg. said the num- 
ber of bank failures this year could 
reach 1 15. far surpassing the 79 
closures last year. 

The number for this year and 
last was the highest since 4.000 
l-tanks failed in 1933. 

About half of the bank failures 
this year have been in Oklahoma. 
Texas,' Kansas. Iowa and Nem- 


braska. major farm ud energy 
producing states. Mr. Silveiberg 
said. 

Most of ihe failed banks were 
small with assec averaging about 
S30 million, he said. None came 
close to the size of Continental Ill- 
inois which was saved from col- 
lapse last year by a $4.5 billion 
FDIC rescue package. 

Up to now. the assets of the 
commercial IudJes that failed this 
year totalled $2.9 billion. Mr. Sil- 
verberg said. Only four failed 
banks had assets totalling more 
than SlOO million. 

Those ^ures. however, do not 
include the $5.3 liillion in assets of 
the Bowery Savings Bank in New 
York which the FDIChad allowed 
to operate for two shaky years 
while a rescue package was put 
together. 

Fidelity Bank diief economist. 
Mr. Mickey Levy, said he sees lar- 
ger lianks failing if there is another 
.sharp decline in oil prices or if 
Thiid World nations fail to meet 
their debt oblations. 

But he says it should not lie 
cause for public alarm. 

“We're looking at a very dif- 
ferent world in 1 985 than we were 
looking at in J 929 and J 930." he 
said. 

The FDIC insures draositors up 
to $100,000. 

Likewise, the Federal Savings 


and Loan Insurance Corp. 
(FSLiC) insures 3.000 savings and 
loan institutions, which specialise 
in mortgage loans. 

• The savn^ and loan industry 
also has problems of its own and 

• the FSUC faces bQlions of dollars 
in potentiai losses from failing ins- 
titutions. 

About 400 savings and loan 
associations, often called 
“thrifts." are technically insolvent 
but are being allowed to eperate 
because closing them and paying 
their depositors would bankrupt 
the FSUC. 

Bankers have said they are con- 
cerned that the problems of the 
“thrift" industry will shake con- 
sumer confidence. Concern inc- 
reased earlier this year when Ohio, 
temporarily clos^ 70 “thrifts" 
and Maryland loosed wit- 
hdrawal limits on 102 institutions. 

GoverniDeDt could default on 
financial obligations 

MeanwhDe. Treasury Secretary 
James 'Baker said Friday that the 
U..S. government cdbld default on 
its financial obligations next week 
and that American interest rates 
would probalily rise. 

He said the government faced 
the threat of running out of funds 
and liouncing its cheques beg- 
inning next Friday because Con- 
gress has failed to raise the legal 
debt limit of $1800 billion. 

“It would be an absolute dis- 
grace if the United States defaults 
for the first time in its 200 years." 
Mr. Baker said at a news con- 
ference. 


Mr. Baker said default would 
cost the government money and,, 
wo^uld have severe repercussions 
internationally as well. 

While he did not eiplain how 
interest rates would rise. Treasuiy 
officials in the past have aigued 
that uncertainty in financial mar- 
kets raises the government's cost 
of Ivrrowing. 

Moreover, a Ixirrower who def- 
aults ordinarily is seen by lenders 
as a greater ri^. although the dr- 
cumstances would seem to be dif- < 
fereiu in the case of the U.S. gov- 
emment. ^ j 

With government, a default 
would not result from a weak M- 
ancial condition but rather from a 
political dilute. 

The House of Representatives 
and Senate have di^reed Over 
legislation to force a balanced 
budget in five years, refusing to let 
the Treasury to borrow whue the 
debate continues. 

Earlier a new conference com- 
mittee was named to work out a 
compromise on the legislation, 
known as the Gramm- 
Rudman-Hollings proposal. 

But only a few days remain to 
resolve the issue and avoid default 
since Congress is now on a holiday 
weekend for Veterans' Day and 
will not reconvene until Tuesday. 

The Treasury requested that the 
debt limit be raised to over $2000 
billion from the present level of 
$1800 billion so it could pay int- 
erest on the debt and coyer other 
government expenses. 

Mr. Baker said another way to 
avoid default would lie for the 
government to sell gold, but he 
said that was unlikely. 


Top economic body endorses India’s 
$150b plan to fight poverty, lift output 


NEW DELHI (Agencies) — 
India's top economic policy-' 
making Ixidy unanimously end- 
orsed an ambitious $J50 billion 
plan Saturday to fight poverty and 
Ixiost agricultural and industrial 
oumui over the next five yeans. 

The couDuys seventh five-year 
plan, for 49^-1990. was app- 
roved at the end of a two-day nat- 
ional development council mee- 
ting. Planning Commission Dep- 
uty Chairman Manmohan Singh 
told repo^ers. 

Mr, Si^ said Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi told the meetirig 
India was standing by its tra- 


ditkmai planning policy of putting 
the %bt against poverty first. 

But Mr. Gandhi, who has eme- 
rged as a chan^ion of mod- 
ernisation since be took office a 
year ago. said this should not stop 
India acquiring basic technology, 
particularly in agriculture. 

Mr. Gandhi stressed the role of 
the public sector in' India's dev- 
elopment and the need forlndia to 
beirome self-reliant, but added 
that the country should not shy 
away from imports if they were 
more economical dian domestic 
products. 

Chief ministers from 


opposition-ruled states at the 
meeting raised only minor oly- 
ections to the plan. Mr. ^xngh said. 

A summary of Ihe plan released 
Saturday said it aimed to achieve 
an average annual economic 
growth rate of five per cent for the 
iwe years to March 1990. 

17)6 immediate goals were to 
accelerate growth in foodgrains 
•production, increase employment 
and raise productivity. 

The plan aimed to slash the 
proportion of India's population 
living below the poverty line fixim 
37 per cent in i 984/85 to 26 per 
cent in 1989/90, with the bulk of 


the improvement in rural areas. 

With India's laliour forte exp- 
ected to rise from 288 million this 
year to 327 million by 1990. it was 
planned to increase job opp- 
ortunities by four per cent a year 
apiainst an expected 2.6 per cent 
rise in the labour force. 

The summary said s^ricultural 
output was expected to grow at 
■four per cent a year, higher than 
previous plans, with a stress on 
.increasing rice production. 

Foodgrain production would 
rise from around ISO million in. 
1985 to 183 million tonnes in 
1990. 


Ex-premier criticises Thatcher’s policies 


LONDON (AP) — Former prime 
minister. Mr. Harold Macmillan, 
on Friday night sharply attacked 
Conservative prime minister’s 
.tight-money. inflation-fighting 
policies and the government sale 
of state-owned industries to pri- 
vate enterprise. 

“The balance of payments 
shows that in the ordinary working 
of the economy, we are practically 
bankrupt, save for oil." said the 


91 -year-old ex-Tory leader, who 
was prime minister from 1957 to 
1963. 

In November last year in a wid- 
ely publicised and much- 
applauded maiden speech in the 
House of Lords, he called for a 
moral and spiritual revolution and 
criticised Mn. Thatcher's gov- 
ernment over near-record 13.5 
per cent unemployment and gro- 
wing divisions between rich and 


poor. 

On Friday, he told the 1 0th ann- 
iversary dinner of (he Tory Ref- 
orm Group, a pressure group wit- 
hin die C^ervative Party, that 
only Britain's North Sea oil rev- 
enues and the sale of state-owned 
industries were enabling the gov- 
ernment to balance the budget. 

“We have reduced defence 
expenditure, in my opinion, to the 
most dangerously low levels." he 
said. On die staie-run education 


tystem and the state-run national 
health service, “we are running on 
a very very narrow margin, indeed 
losing efficiency and the con- 
fidence they once inspired in the 
people... no one seems to mind or- 
wony." 

He said cuts in public spen ding 
had gone far enough. “This pro- 
cess of trying to t^ten your belt 
it goes on for a bit but it doesn't go 
on after you have lost sufficient 
weight." he stated.

Mulroney refuses comment on Yurchenko visit 


OTTAWA, Canada (AP) — U.S. and Canadian 
news reports say reputed KGB offidai Vitaly Yur- 
cbenko was brought here to meet secretly with the 
wife of a Soviet diplomat so he could ask her to 
defect. 

Yurdienko left NVashington on 
Wednesday on a special Soviet air- 
liner after telling a news con- 
ference he did not defect but was 
abducted by the QA. As of Sat- 
urdtQF. the Soviet Unioa had not 
announced whether he had ret- 
urned to Moscow. 

The Canadian Press news age- 
n^ and theNew YorkTini^ quo- 
ted unidentified sources familiar 
with the case as saying that the 
Soviet woman Yurchenko rep- 
ortedly visited in Canada was not 
the one wbo fell to her deadi Tue- 
sds^ from her high-rise apa- 
rtment. 

In Saturday's editions, the New 
York Times quoted the sources as 
sayoig U.S. intelligence agents 
drove Yurdienko to Ottawa in 
late September to meet the 
woman. 

The Tones reported that the 


sources said the woman, ^diom 
they refused to identify, turned 
do^ his proposal and that he ret- 
urned to wa^u^ton discouraged. 

Prime Minister Brian Mulroney 
cm Frid^ refused comment fol- 
lowing a rq>ort from Canadian 
Press that the Canadian Secunty 
and Intel lienee Service helped 
arraime the purported meethtg.

The jntelUgence agency 
claimed Yurchenko was a

and had been dqiuiy chief of the 
KGB section reraonsible for spy- 
ing on the Unitea States and 
ada. 

U5. intelligence sources pre- 
viousiy have been quoted as ^- 
ing Yurchaiko may have dedd^ 
to return borne after a love affair 
with the wife of a Soviet d4>lomaf 
in Canada soured. 

On Tuesday, a 47-year-old Sov- 
iet woman. Svetlana Dedkova. 
died after falling from the balcony 
of her Martmetit in Toronto.

Three hydrogen bombs landed 
near Palomares after a U.S. Air 
Force bomber and a refuelling 
plane collided in mid-air in Jan- 
uary 1 966. A fourth bomb fell into 
the sea. 

The bombs were not anned with 
the nuclear material necessary for 
an atomic explosion but non- 
nudear charges in two of the wea- 
pons went off. causing the release 
of radioactive plutomum and ura- 
nium over a J 20-hectare (300- 
acre) area. 

Bewildered villagers were ord- 
ered to take showers and bum, 


their dotfaes. while U.S. Air Force 
persoond b^an a hu^e dean-uqp 
opmtkm. burning crc^. kiltii^ 
aniibals and removing z.000 ton- 
nes of contaminated tppsoil. 

Mingot told Reuters: "We have 
detect traces of plutonium in 1 0 
per cent of die pqiulation. but 
these are well below danger lev- 
els."

He said a cancer registry of die 
area showed die number of cases 
was two per cent below the nat- 
ional ave^e. but tests would- go 
on. 

Mingot said the latest tests on 
3.800 sofl samples, 3.900 v^- 
etable qiecimeas and 1,500 mr 
san^les showed residual con- 
tammadon was no toiler a risk. 

"We have come to put the hea- 
rts of the villagers at rest"

S. African businessman 
urges end to apartheid 


JOHANNESBURG. South Afr-- 
ica (AP) — One of the world’s 
leadtog industrialists. Soudi Afr- 
ican Harry Oppenheimer. has 
unvefled a four-point plan for end- 
ing ^rtheid that he says will he^ 
erase hts nation’s image as an out- 
•casL 

Oppenheimer, tbe retired cha- 
irman of the South African Anglo 
American Cozp., presented his 
ideas at a meeting of the Joh- 
annesburg branch of the Ame- 
rican Chamber of Commerce Fri- 
day. 

Hb four"hnmediate" stq» are: 

—Open up commercial dbtricts 
to busmessmen of any race, a 
move the government says it int- 
ends to m^e but has delayed.

— Allow blades to own land. 
The government says this is one of. 
its goals for blacks, who now can 
rent or take out a lease for 99 
years that is presumed to be ren- 
ewable and iaheritabte. 

—The government should ann- 
ounce it will no longer forcibly 
move blacks off iheir land to make 
w^ for whites. The government 
said essentially this in February,, 
but added clauses that left opra 
the possibility of more retno^^.

— End the so-called "pass 
laws," whereby blacks must get 
government permission to be in or 
near vriiite areas, where die bulk 
of the nation’s jobs are.
